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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Species I in the reply filed on 2/1 2/201 0 is 
acknowledged. 

2. Claims 18-43 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 2/12/2010. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. In particular, claim 17 recites the limitation "the first securing 
means" in line 8. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

5. Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. In particular, claim 17 recites the limitation "the second 
securing means" in lines 8 and 9. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 1 ,2,7,8,1 6,1 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Chan (6,520,470). 

The Chan reference discloses a dispensing container (12) having a projection 
(18,24) adapted to releasably secure the receiver (100), such that the container (12) is 
at least partially secured in the mount; and permit the container (12), while secured in 
the mount (100), to move from a first orientation to a second orientation; wherein the 
projection (18,24) consists of a first means (22) for securing adapted to interact with a 
second means (1 12,1 14) for securing associated with the receiver (100); and wherein 
the projection (18,24) further consists of a first channel (22) extending at least partially 
around a circumference of the projection (18,24), wherein the first channel (22) is 
adapted to slidably interact with at least one snap lock (1 12,1 14) extending from the 
receiver; and wherein the snap lock (112,114) consists of a lip (rounded portion of 114); 
and wherein the first securing means (22) couples (by inner component of 100) to at 
least a portion of the second securing means (112,1 14) such that the container (12) is 
releasbly secured to the mount (100) and such that the container (12) is at partially 
freely rotatable to the mount (100). 
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8. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Granville etal. (5,148,948). 

The Granville et al. reference discloses a dispensing container (2) having a 
projection (6,7) adapted to releasably secure the receiver (10), such that the container 
(2) is at least partially secured in the mount; and permit the container (2), while secured 
in the mount (10), to move from a first orientation to a second orientation; and wherein 
the projection (6,7) consists of a ridge (12) at least partially extending around a portion 
of the projection (6,7), wherein the ridge (12) is adapted to interact with an indentation 
(11) in the receiver (10). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 4-6,9-15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

1 0. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The Smith et al. (5,062,549), Matthews (231,597), Waisberg 
(3,124,264), and Stracey (3,155,281 ) are other various types of dispensing containers 
with a mount.
